May I take this opportunity to say “Thank you” to the 
people of Franklin? The sincerity of your interest in myself 
and your many kindnesses to my family curing my illness last 
summer are deeply appreciated. 
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The general health of the town in the past year was good. 
There were a few scattered cases of contagious diseases but no 
epidemic. At the time of this report there are a few cases of 
measles, but to my knowledge no mass exposure of schools or 
churches has occurred. 

There 1s an opportunity offered to secure the district 
nursing service at a low cost to the town. In neighboring 
towns this service has been generally satisfactory, and the 
cost as measured against the service is small. I recommend 
the appropriation needed for this purpose.

SCHOOL BOARD’S REPORT 


To the voters of the town of Franklin: 

This year the school board wishes to report the following 
repairs and new equipment: , 

At the Central School, the roof has been painted. An 
oil stove, new tables and chairs have been added in the Home 
Economics: Department. New seats have been installed in 
the Primary room. These were a much needed addition. 

At Brown’s Corner the roof has been finished and a new 
floor laid. The building has also been wired for electric 
lights. One half the cost of this latter project was raised by 
the school and the remaining half we expect to recover from 
the State Community Fund. 

At the Hubbard School the lawn has been graded and 
new seats added. We hope to concentrate upon this school in 
our standardization program next year. 

The East Franklin school house was painted both inside 
and outside, which greatly improves its appearance as well as 
lighting and preservation. : 
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One side of the Hammond School building was given a 
coat of paint. We plan to paint the whole building next year. 
The pupils here have started a fund for electric lights. | 

The heating system at the Central School is inadequate 
and worn out. It should be replaced during the coming 
year. Some plumbing will also be. needed at this building. 
Other repairs will be needed on all buildings as well as more 
work on the two which are being brought up to standard. 
Therefore we recommend a tax of $1.25 on the grand list to 
run the schools for the coming year. 

We invite your attention to the new grouping in our re- 
port this year. We would like your opinion as to whether 
you prefer this to the former method of grouping expenses 
by schools.

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SUPERVISING PRINCIPAL'S REPORT 


To the School Directors and Citizens of Franklin: 


In my report last year I called your attention to six ob- 
jectives which were suggested as being desirable for the public 
schools of the state. This year I shall restate these objectives 
and try to show what means are being used in your schools to 
bring about the attainment of them. 

The first “To aid in preserving our American democracy 
and the second “To train all pupils from the first grade 
through high school to participate in our form of democracy” | 
are so closely allied that they will be considered together. It 
is largely through the study of the history and government of 
both state and nation that we endeavor to attain this aim in 
the grades. In the high school all freshmen are required to 
study civics in which are taught the relationships which must 
be present between people both as individuals and in groups 
if a democracy is to centinue to exist. Both in that subject 
and later in European and American history and in sociology 
magazines and newspapers are used in order that the pupils 
may become acquainted with the political, social and economic 
problems which confront us today. 


The third aim, “‘To make definite provision for the desir- 
able physical development of all pupils from the first grade 
through high school,” is one of the most important and is per- 
haps the most costly to reach. The remodeling of buildings 
to provide a suitable physical environment has contributed 
much to this objective and should go on. The younger pupils 
are encouraged to form proper health habits and the older ones 
through the study of hygiene are taught the facts necessary 
for healthy body growth and development and the effect of 
alcohol and narcotics on the body. Much more could be done 
to detect and remedy physical defects and handicaps. 
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The idea expressed in the fourth objective, “To provide for 
the enrichment of adult life through the extension of adult 
education classes, the establishment of community forums, 
and added facilities for physical recreation,” is no doubt a 
new one to many people, but since education is a life long pro- 
cess and since the school system is supported largely by the 
community it seems only logical that adults should make use 
of the school if it can help them in any way. This year there 
have been weekly meetings of a group organized as a glee club 
and there has also been a part time class in agriculture. 


Objective five is “To cultivate greater appreciation for 
music and art and to provide for extended opportunities for 
expression in these fields.” Very little has been done with 
art in the schools due to the teachers’ lack of training in it, 
but’the effect of the instruction in music which has been given 
for a number of years is very evident and its value is recog- 
nized. 

The sixth aim, “To shape, more definitely, attitudes to- 
ward right and wrong,” is one that requires the cooperation 
of parents to the highest degree, for it is in the home even 
more than in school that these attitudes are formed. They 
cannot be taught from text books but must be acquired 
through the wise guidance of parents and teachers. 


The cost per pupil for the past year was $108.17 in the 
high school and $50.60 in the grades. The enrollment of the 
several schools is given below.

REPORT ON OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


The amount paid in old age assistance in the town of 
Franklin for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1938, was $2375.
